Artists out of the city, will please send their cases 
(carriage prepaid) so that they may arrive between the 
20th and the Slut of March, marked " National Academy 
of Design, Tenth Street, New York." 

The usual List of the Works should be sent to the 
undersigned, " University, New York," by or before the 
20th March, and a card, carefully and ol early written, 
should be attached to each contribution — with its title, 
the name and residence of the Artist, the name of the 
Possessor, and the price, if for sale. 

The Galleries will be open to Artist Exhiblters only, 
to varnish their Pictures, on Saturday, April 10th, from 
10 a.m. to 4 P.M. 

The Private View will be on Monday, April 12th, from 
10 a.m. to 10 P.M. 

The Public Exhibition will commence on Tuesday. 
April 13th, and will end on Saturday night, June 19th. 

The Works of Living Artists only are eligible. Ori- 
ginal Paintings, Sculptures, Architectural Designs or 
Models and Engravings, which have never before been 
exhibited in the city or New York. 

Pictures and Frames must In all cases be sent toge- 
ther; and Miniatures must be in frames (not in lockets 
only) and under glass. 

No change whatever will, under any circumstances, 
be made In the placing of the Pictures on the walls, and 
no Work can be withdrawn before tbe final closing of 
the Exhibition.
